GENEVA, Switzerland, Sept. 16.—

Desperate Need 
Yet nevertheless it is a monument

I corridors. This time, the need for 
| cooperation is so much more desper- 
| ate and the obstacles are far more 
| threatening. 
That was abundantly clear in the 
conference of the food and agricul­ 
ture organization, one of the more 
vigorous and meaningful branches 
of the United Nations. When the 
delegates of every nation had re­ 
ported on their food supply, it was 
evident that the food picture was 
darker than at any lime since the 
war. To make the available supply 
I go around would therefore be much 
I more difficult than in those years 
in which starvation seemed to hover 
; always on the doorstep. 
The arithmetic is simple. The bare 
j minimum of food grains essential 
for the coming 12 months was put 
at 38.000,000 tons. A few' months 
ago it was thought that at least 
32,000,000 tons were in sight. Here, 
when all the adding was done, the 
final figure was 29.000,000, which 
spells h-u-n-g-e-r in many coun­ 
tries for millions of people.

SOME SPEECH SOUNDS 
DIFFICULT 
Many young children, even after 
entering school, have trouble with 
certain sounds saying, for example, 
wat for rat. In order of difficulty 
for the average child the sounds 
are: r, s, 1, z. sh, ch, g. h, d, t, 
n, y. f, m. So says the famous read­ 
ing expert, Dr. Emmet A. Beits, in 
his "Foundations of Read mg In­ 
struction.” 
As you listen to your young child 
speak, observe which, if any, of 
these sounds give him trouble. Then 
select nursery rhymes and verses 
which 
contain 
the 
troublesome 
sounds, saying them over and over 
to him for his pleasure. 
If the .sound is "r,” you might say 
over and over to the child some­ 
thing like the following: 
Ride a cock horse to Banbury 
Cross. 
To see a young lady upon a whhe 
horse. 
Rings on her fingers and bells on 
her toes, 
She shall have music wherever she 
goes. 
The rain is raining all around, 
It rains on field and tree. 
It rains on the umbrella here, 
And on the ships at sea. 
Oh rhymes which begin as fol­ 
lows: “Little Robin red breast . . 
Ring around a rosie . . . 
Notice the *‘rV ’ in the foregoing. 
If the troublesome sound is 8, it 
might be rhymes which begin with: 
“(Sing, smg, what shall I slug?” 
"Bobby 
Shaftoe’s gone 
to sea.” 
"Simple Simon went a-fishipg.” The 
first Psalm has many words con­ 
taining the "s 
sound—"sitteth in 
the seat of the scornful.” 
Although it may not be good to 
urge the young child to say rhymes 
he has often heard, he may just 
choose to repeat them on his own 
free will and accord. Anyway, for 
him to hear again and again tiie 
correct sounds which give him dif­ 
ficulty ought to aid him consider­ 
ably. 
Feeling At Ease 
When you try to help your child 
more directly with difficult sounds 
be careful to make him feel un­ 
ashamed and at ease. Other persons 
may already have ridiculed him for 
his speech. You need to be very 
skillful in order to win his coopera­ 
tion, Don’t suggest you are rebuk­ 
ing him. Don’t interrupt him or 
command him to repeat the correct 
sound after you. Now and then, in a 
very casual, tender way, say the 
correct sound af er he has ended a 
.sentence in which he has uttered a 
sound 
wrong. 
He might like to 
watch your tongue and lips as you 
make the right sound or watch them 
with you in the mirror and then 
watch his own sound efforts in the 
mirror.

The Jews generally have accepted 
the idea of dividing Palestine into 
separate Jewish and Arab states 
with themselves getting 60 per cent 
of the territory.

The Jews also would b« allowed 
an immigration quota of 150,000 in 
the next two years.

RECEIVING LINE AT WEDDING 
Question: Who stands in the re­ 
ceiving line at a wedding reception 
and in what order? 
Answer: If your* is to be a large 
wedding with a maid-of-honor and 
many bridesmaids, you may have 
two receiving lines—one for trie 
bridal party and the other for your 
parents and those of your bride­ 
groom. In this event, the parents’ 
line should form near the living 
room door to be approached first by 
incoming 
guests. 
Your 
mother 
should head the line. Next to her, 
the groom’s mother with jser hus­ 
band by her side and your father 
last, if he wishes to stand in line. 
Your receiving line should be far­ 
ther back in a conspicuous spot. 
In it should be: First, the bride 
standing on the groom s right. The 
maid-of-honor standing beside the j 
bride. The bridesmaids may be di- j 
vided—-half on the bride's side and 
half on the groom's side. The best 
man and ushers usually circulate 
among the guests. 
If you prefer, you may have only i 
one receiving line, which may be • 
formed as follows: Your mother i 
first, with your father standing by 
her side. You come next with the! 
bridegroom by your side. Then his 
mother, his father, the maid-of- 
honor. This will allow the bride­ 
groom to introduce the guests co 
his parents. To prevent a "proces­ 
sion” aspect, eliminate bridesmaids 
in the latter case. 


Question: Should the maid, in 
serving dinner, allow the person 
on whom she is waiting to help 
herself: or should the maid out a . 
portion from the serving dish on; 
each guest’s piate? If the guest 
should help herself, how .should the i 
serving spoon and fork be held? 
Answer; The guests should help 
themselves. Serving dishes should; 
be held on a folded napkin in the} 
waitress’ left hand. Her right will j 
then be free to steady the dish j 
while the guest takes her food. The 
proper serving implement—spoon or j 
fork or both—should be brought in 
with each dish. When both are 
necessary, the guest should hold 
the spoon in the right hand and the 
fork in the left.

law contain* ele­ 
ments which might be the forerun­ 
ner of dire consequences. ’ 
St hwtllenbach’s Ideas? 
Mr. Gibson, it may be presumed, 
reflects the views of his superior, 
Secretary of Labor Schwellenbaeh; I 
it is not customary for undersec­ 
retaries to make public statements 
without the sanction of the depart­ 
ment heads. 
This presumption is 
strengthened by the fact that the 
Secretary of Labor was vigorously 
opposed to the Taft-Harilev law*. 
If the department attitude is indi­ 
cated in this pessimistic utterance 
it might be reasonable to assume 
that sincere cooperation in its ad­ 
ministration can hardly be expected. 
Just what the law contains that 
offers the “dire consequences ’ Mr. 
Gib-on predicts is not made clear. 
There is nothing in the law inimical 
to the legitimate rights of labi«:. 
If the limitation of the powers ex­ 
ercised by bosses and racketeers 
means “dire consequences’: If the 
protection of the rank and file of 
labor from labor dicta* orship means 
“dire consequences”: if the protec­ 
tion of the publie from unjustified 
work stoppages, or the imposition 
of financial responsibility on unions 
means "dire consequences”, then 
Congress was wrong —and Mr. Gib­ 
son and the labor-politicos were 
right. 
No Enthusiasm Seen 
One might be justified in asking 
the Assistant Labor Secretary if his 
expressed qualms about the new 
law imply that the department will 
be backward about shouldering its 
legal responsibilities in connection 
with the law’s administration. The 
inference seems to be that the Sec- 
reary may constitute himself as a 
judge concerning the wisdom of ap­ 
plying the law. 
Under our system 
it is the function of Congress to 
pass laws and the duty of the ex­ 
ecutive department to administer 
them. 
The expression of the As­ 
sistant Secretary does not i<*reca.v 
enthusiastic cooperation in the ad­ 
ministration of the new Laoor Act.

ethics for American radio, limiting 1 
the length of commercials, narrow­ 
ing the field of advertisers and 
raising program standards was laid 
down Monday ■for approval by the 
American Association of Broadcasts, 
ers. 
Adoption of the proposed stand­ 
ards following membership discus­ 
sion is scheduled for tomorrow' at 
!he 25th annual convention of the 
NAB which opened today. 
Nearly 
3.000 radio executives, representing 
the four major networks and most 
of the independent -stations, are 
present 
Divided Into three major sections, 
the proposed new standards of prac­ 
tice deal wifh overall programming, 
standards for specific programs, and , 
commercial policies. 
Omit Commercials 
Differentiating between daytime 
and night time broadcasting, the 
commercial 
section 
proposes 
to ; 
limit commercial time in any 15- j 
minute segment to a basic three 
minutes and also provides that the j 
maximum commercial time allow­ 
able to any single sponsor, regard- j 
less of type of program, should be 
as follows:
